ficial and unofficial, which came to 
the attention of the state department. 

Minister Reisch reported that several, 
at least some of the northern military 
leaders, who are felt to hold the coun- 
try’s destiny in their hands) have taken 
the field in opposition to General Chang 
Hsun’'s attempt destroy republican- 
ism in China. 

News of the creation of an emergency 
republican government at Nankin, head- 
ed by some of the strongest men of 
China, with reports of active military 
preparations to besiege the monarchists 
in Pekin was received with keen inter- 
est. 

The adhesion of many militarists to 
the republican ranks is interpreted 
here as showing that Chang far over- 
played his hand and that the greatest 
gamble of his adventurous life will not 
succeed. Nevertheless, fear is felt that 
he will make an active resistance with 
his considerable military forces and 
that an attack by the republicans and 
possibly serious damage to Pekin may 
follow. Chang probably could maintain 
himself for some time behind the Pekin 
walls, especially as artillery is lacking 
in China. 

Compromise Is Doubtful. 

A compromise is rendered doubtful by 
executions, particularly that of Prince 
Pu Lun, who, though a Manchu, and a 
cousin of the restored emperor, has been 
an ardent republican and progressive. 

The action of Tuan Chi-Jui in accept- 
ing his former post as premier under 
instructions from President Li from his 
asylum in the Japanese embassy at Pe- 
as strengthened faith in the ulti- 
mate success of the republic. Tuan has 
been one of the republic’s strongest 
men, with influence among the military 
party. On the other hand, the impris- 
onment by Chang, of Wang Shih Chen, 
formerly republican minister of war 
and appointed to a similar post in the 
monarchical cabinet, confirmed the be- 
lief cxisting here that Chang had ap- 
pointed many men to office in his cabi 
net who had neither accepted nor been 
consulted. The imperialists had claim- 
ed the support of Feng Kwo Chang, 
who is in actuality acting president of 
the repwihblic. 

Chang Hsun has taken control of the 
telegraph wires from Pekin. Dr. V. K. 
Wellington Koo, the Chinese minister, 
called at the state department today, 
but had no information further than 
the pro-monarchical reports sent out by 
Mhane’s leaders. 

Clash Seems Imminent. 

Tien Tsin, July 5.-—-A militafy clash in 
China is imminent. The troops of Pe- 
kin are showing signs of opposition to 
General Chang Hsan's dictaturshipv un- 
der the guise of a monarchy. At the 
same time the troups of Tsao Kun, mili- 
tary governor of the province of Chi- 
Li, are mobilizing and preparing to 
proceed to Pekin. 

Tsao Kun’s action followed an ulti- 
matum sent General Chang Hsun 
giving him twenty-four hours to witb- 
draw troops from Pekin. General 
Chang Hsun tvok no notice of the de- 
mand. 

Executions and imprisonment of 
prominent officials have resulted from 
the disturbed state of affairs. 

A provisional government has been 
established at Nanking, capital of the 
province of King-Nu. Baron Feng Kwo 
Chang, ex-president of the national as- 
sembly, was named president: Lut- 
Mung Tio, vice president, and Tuan Chi 
premier.

DIED LAST EVENING 


Gallant Confederate Sol- 
dier Had Been in Failing 
Health Ever Since Death 
of Wife, One Year Ago. 


Major Nathan Lyon, gallant confed- 
erate soldier and well-known Atlantan, 
died last night at 7:30 o'clock at his 
home on the Howell Mill road, after a 
lingering illness. He had been in fail- 
ing health ever since the death of his 
wife, one year ago. 

There was no better Known civil war 
veteran in Atlanta than Major Lyon, 
and no gathering of the heroes of the 
gray was ever complete without his 
presence. 

He had attended every reunion since 
the war, with the exception of the last 
one, held in Washington this year, 
which he was unable to enjoy on ac- 
count of the condition of his health. 
For many years he had been one of the 
most prominent members of Camp A, 
of Wheeler’s Cavalry, and on many oc- 
casions he had entertained his camp at 
his home. 

Will Rest in Gray Uniform. 
devotion to the cause.wil] be 
carriew® even to the grave, for it was 
stated at his home on Thursday night 
that he would be buried in his uniform 
of gray, and the members of Wheeler's 
camp will play an important part in the 
services, which will be held at 3 o'clock 
Saturday afternoon at the residence, 
with interment at West View. 

Major Lyon was _ bor near West 
Point, Ga., in 1840. Soon after the war 
broke out he enlisted under the ban- 
ner of the south, as a captain in the 
Kighth Confederate cavalry, General 
Wheeler in command. 

From the beginning of the conflict 
he distinguished himself for bravery 
and daring on the. field of battle, and 
was rewarded with promotion to the 
rank of major. 

At the battle of Shelbyville, he was 
shot from his horse and left for dead. 
He was taken to a_union hospital, and 
after his wounds were cured he was 
kept a prisoner for a number of 
months, afterwards securing his re- 
lease. In the greatest battles of the 
war he took a gallant part. 

Comes to Atlanta. 

When the war was over he returned 
to his home, and in 1866 he came to 
Atlanta to live. He married Miss Mar- 
tha Howell, daughter of the late Judge 
Clark Howell, one of Fulton county's 
pioneer citizens, and sister of the late 
Kivan P. Howell, Colonel Albert How- 
ell, the late Clark Howell, Sr., Charles 
A. Howell and Mrs. Park Woodward. 
Mrs. Lyon died one year ago. 

He is survived by his daughters, Mrs 
Mary L. Ficklen, Mrs. Hugh Pritchett, 
Misses Kate and Annie Lou Lyon, and 
his sons, Albert, Willfam and Evan 
Lyon.

This will be a day of great expecta- 
tions for members, both of the house 
and senate, for it is the day that has 
been scheduled for the announcement 
of the standing committees, a day that 
ls always looked forward to by the so- 
lons eager to ascertain just where they 
are to be placed in the legislative ma- 
chinery. 

By the same token Thursday was a 
day of great labor for Speaker Holder 
and President Olive, upon whom the 
duty devolves of placing the members 
of their respective houses in the po- 
sitions where they can be of most 
service in grinding out laws. The pres- 
sure 
ficials at the last minute, as there are 
many imporant chairmanships that 
cannot be determined until the very 
end, when all phases of the legislative 
Situation have been carefully canvass- 
ed and frequently eleventh - hour 
changes have to be made. 

So great was the _ pressure upon 
Speaker Holder, who has to make his 
selections from a body of 189, ag 
against only forty-four in the senate, 
that it was doubtful last night whether 
it would be physically possible for 
him to get his committees ready to be 
reud out by the clerk of the house this 
morning. 

Ready Today or Tomorrow. 

Should they net be ready today, it 
is a settled fact that they will be an- 
nounced Saturday morning. If the com- 
mittees are announced this morning, 
both branches of the general assembly 
will in all probability adjourn over 
until 11 o’clock Monday, at which time 
the serious work of this year’s legis- 
lation will begin, all of the committees 
being ready to take up the many bills 
which have already been introduced 
and referred to them in advance. 

While there are several important 
committee chairmanships that are still 
in doubt, there are some that have 
been practically determined upon. 

It is a settled fact that L. R. Akin, 
of Glynn, will again head the ways 
amd means committee of the house. His 
name has been freely connected with 
the chairmanship of this very im- 
portant committee ever since the house 
met. Few men in the general assem- 
bly have had a wider legislative ex- 
perience than Mr. Akin, he having 
served two terms in the state senate 
and several terms in the house. 

He was chairman of the ways and 
means committee of the 1913-14 house 
when the tax equalization bill was 
passed, and it is considered fortunate 
for the state that his experience may 
be used in the same capacity at this 
time when tax legislation is bound to 
be one of the foremost matters for the 
general assembly’s determination. 

Mr. Akin is also known as the author 
of important drainage legislation, 
which has meant much to the people 
of the state, particularly his own 
tion of southeast Georgia. There 
few men in the house who will 
more influence on this year's ls 
tion. 
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Piace For Fred Morris. 

It is very likely that Fred Morris, of 
Cobb county, will be chairman of the 
University of Georgia committee this 
year. Mr. Morris is a University of 
Georgia man, a famous football player 
in his time, back in the nineties, when 
he also starred on the track, making a 
record as the fastest amateur runner 
in the 100-yard dash. He ts serving 
his second term as a member. of the 
house. 

The new committee on the state of 
the republic, which was decided upon 
Friday, will in all probability be head- 
ed by Seaton Grantland, of Spalding. 
The suggestion has been made that 
this be a very large committee, and it 
will be representative of all sections 
of the state. 

Trox Bankston, of Troup, the well- 
known West Point editor, and a leader 
of the weekly press association, is 
being slated for the committee on rail- 
roads, and James UD.

OPEN BREAK FAVORED 
IN NORTHERN MEXICO 


Oil Fields Would Be Made 

Safe for Allies and Mines 
Opened to Produce Muni- 
tions Metals. 


FE] Paso, Texas, July 5.—Since the pro- 
ally campaign in Mexico was first 
started by El Universal in Mexico City, 
the sentiment favoring the allies has 
reached northern Mexico, and during 
the past thirty days a_ well-defined 
movement favoring an open break with 
Germany and the alignment of Mexico 
on the side of the entente allies has de- 
veloped. This nas been in spite of the 
pro-German sentiments published daily 
in Chihuahua City and in other papers 
believed to be subsidized by the Ger- 
mans in the north. 

A reflection of this sentiment was 
seen recently in the statement by Gen- 
eral Francisco Gonzales, acting com- 
mander-in-chief of the northeastern 
military zone, with headquarters at Chi- 
huahua. He was overcharged by the 
German firm of Ketelsen & Degeteau 
for some padlocks. The manager was 
arrested and placed in the penitentiary. 
The German consul made a demand for 
his release “in the name of the imperial 
German government and the kaiser,” 
according to an American officer who 
was present at the time. 

“Tell the German consul he, the im- 
perial government and the kaiser may 
all go to hell,’ General Gonzales an- 
swered. 

Expect War Declaration. 

Prominent Mexicans, men in close 
touch with the capital, preaict Mexico 
will declare war on Germany within 
thirty days. According to these men 
all German money in Mexico City, 
Torreon, Chihuahya City and _ other 
banks will be seized as soon as war 
is declared, the German boats in Tam- 
pico and other ports will be seized, 
thereby giving Mexico a much-needed 
merchant fleet, and all Germans will 
either be interned or deported at once, 
their properties being confiscated. 

The Tampico oil fields would be made 
safe for the oil supplies of the allied 
fleet by declaring a zone in which 
traffic would be restricted and the 
mines, smelters and mills reopened 


at once to produce munition metals 
for the allies. 

“We can do nothing in a military 
way in Europe,” said one of them, “‘but 
we can make Mexico safe for the allied 
nations and for their properties. We 
can show our sympathy with the same 
cause for which we have been fighting 
for the past six years by aiding the 
allies in every way even though we are 
unable to assist materially in the war.” 

The good effect of such a declara- 
tion upon the relations of Mexico and 
the United States, especially along the 
border, is pointed out. It would mean 
closer co-operation with American offi-

Governor Hugh M. Dorsey gave his

He stated that the official doc- 
uments of his office recording his acts 
during the day will lie upon a table 
for the inspection of the newspaper 
men, both morning and afternoon, and 
that at 11 o’clock in the morning and 
3 o’clock in the afternoon he will see 
any newspaper man on any subject.

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GEORGIA’S SENATORS. 


Judge Andrew J. Cobb did not mince 
words in his Independence Day address to 
the general assembly in Athens, when he 
told his audience exactly what he thinks of 
Senators Smith and Hardwick and their 
back-hauling, anti-administration attitude 
upon pending war legislation. 

“In war time,” said he, “there are Qnly 
two classes. All men are either patriots or 
traitors!” And he went on to declare that 
in his opinion any legislator—or any citizen, 
for that matter—who does what he can to 
retard the military or other war-time enter 
prises of the government is nota patriot! 

He “went the limit” in characterizing 
such men as traitors. 

The Constitution is not prepared to go 
to that extreme in this instance, yet it does, 


citizens of Georgia, sincerely deplore the 
disgruntled, disorganizing, antagonistic at- 
titude of both of our senators toward the 
administration’s war measures iD congress 
and its war policies. 

Senator Smith at the recent commence- 
ment delivered an address from the rostrum 


audience construed as being hostile to the 
president. It at least resented the sugges- 
tion of the speaker that he could be de- 
pended upon to stand between the president 
and the country’s damnation. 

Commenting upon that speech, Judge 
Cobb, from the same rostrum on July 4, 


not like the way Senator Smith talked!” 

Judge Cobb is known to be a man of the 
highest standing, of irreproachable charac- 
ter, of most distinguished lineage; and the 
citizens of Georgia know that his criticism 
of Senator Smith can in no wise be charged 
to personal or political animus. 

And as for Senator Hardwick, his align- 
ment with those “wilful few” who are bit- 
terly fighting the administration’s war poll- 
cies is unfortunate—to say the least of it— 
and Georgians have little patience with it! 

On July 4, at Columbus, he made a 
speech in which he centered his attack upon 
the conscription law—which is now the law 
of the land, regardless of what any man 
thinks about its merits, and beyond the 
power of any man to alter it. 

“Our president is a great man,” admits 
the junior senator further on in his speech, 
“but he is mortal, and makes mistakes, 
even as | make them!” Which reminds us 
of the kaiser’s notorious “Me und Gott” 
episode! 

But it is safe to predict that unless our 
Georgia senators speedily sense the pro- 
prieties of the moment, offer amends for the 
harm they already have done, fall into line 
with their colleagues and the American 
rank and file, push where they are now 
pulling back, and quit dogging the president 
and criticising that which they cannot—and 
know they cannot—change, the people of 
the state are going to be heard from in no 
unmistakable terms. 

The whole country is sick of this anti/ 
administration nagging. 

The Portland Oregonian, one of the lead- 
ing newspapers of the Pacific coast, and 
published in faraway Portland, Oregon, said 
editorially a few days ago that— 

Congress has proved an obstacle to the 

organization of the nation for. war be- 
cause it has among’ its members too many 
men like Senator Hardwick, of Georgia. 

That illustrates fairly how not only 
Georgia, but the entire nation, feels about 
the recalcitrant attitude of our senators. 


And, while many of us would hesitate to go 


as far as Judge Cobb inferentially did, and 
classify our senators as “traitors,” the fact 
remains that whoever is not with his coun- 
try in time of war is of necessity and poten- 
tially against it! 

Let us hope that the 4wu Georgians who

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have been so honored by their state may be 
brought to see the folly and the danger of 
their course, and that they will get back, 
shoulder-to-shoulder with their fellow-citi- 
zens in holding up the arm of their country 
instead of striving to hinder its effective- 
ness. 


Only five votes out of 189 against an ab- 
solute and complete indorsement of the fed- 
eral administration’s war policy were cast 
when the question was put to vote in the 
house of representatives yesterday! 

Of course, one negative vote would have 
been too many, for that matter; but, with 
all of the anti-administration talk that is 
heard in certain sections of the state, the 


fact that, out of the entire membership of 


the house only five could be found who 


would vote “no” on unequivocal, unquali- | 


fied blanket indorsement of what the admin- 
istration has done and is trying to do to 
bring success to American arms, is truly 
remarkable. And it is a splendid message 
for Georgia to send to Washington and espe- 
cially to her two senators. 

As these representatives of the people 
voted, so would the people themselves vote 
if thé occasion were to present itself. These 
representatives simply voiced the unques- 
tionable sentiment of the people of this 
state. A few soreheads, a few chronic kick- 
ers against whatever is and a few mis- 
guided and misjudging politiciansymay waste 
their time in criticising what already has 
been done by the administration and what 
the administration is trying to do, but this 
vote by the people’s representatives in the 
legislature shows how little stock is being 
taken in such-inflammatory utterances and 
how little Georgians as a whole sympathize 
with it. 

It is a good thing this vote was taken. 
It shows where Georgia stands on the issues 
affecting the republic in this war. 

And, furthermore, it will cause the state- 
at-large to repose even greater confidence 
than before in the membership of the as- 
sembly. , 


STATE CHAMBER AND COAL. 


In first suggesting the federal trade com- 
mission’s recent investigation of the coal 
situation throughout the country, which re- 
sulted in a general curtailment of Coal 
prices to the consumer, the Georgia Cham- 
ber of Commerce rendered a distinct service 
to the nation, as well as to the people of 
Georgia. 

The suggestion was first made to Com- 
missioner Harris, during his recent visit to 
Atlanta, by H. G. Hastings and T. E. Graf.- 
ton, president and general secretary, re- 
spectively, of the state chamber. When Mr. 
Harris returned to Washington and passed 
the suggestion on to his colleagues, the 
Georgia chamber was given due credit and 
the investigation launched. The result, it ig 
estimated, will mean an enormous saving to 
the public in coal bills; but the paradoxical 
and altogether disappointing feature of it is 
that, unless the attitude of local dealers 
change, either voluntarily or by compulsion, 
Georgians, or practically all of the coal con- 


sumers in the country, will not be’ benefited 


by the good work started right here at 
home! 

Local dealers have expressed a determi- 
nation not to reduce prices of coal, as deal- 
ers elsewhere have done; but, as President 
Hastings, in a recent letter to Congressman 
Overstreet, aptly says, “the people of Geor- 
gia are certainly entitled to relief from this 
ingolerable situation. . . There is no ob- 
jection to paying a reasonable increase over 
normal times’ coal prices, but we cannot see 
where conditions justify a 75 to 100 per cent 
increase in a commodity like coal.” 

Mr. Hastings favors the enactment of a 
national law nian the president to 
commandeer coal mines whose owners re- 
fuse to make reductions in prices corre- 
sponding with reductions made elsewhere, 
and in keeping with germain conditions. 

“We don’t feel,” he says further on in his 
letter to Mr. Overstreet, “that it would be 
necessary for the government to take over 
the mines, but the fact that the president 
had the power would certainly be a wonder- 
ful persuader for the coal trade in all its 
branches to play fair.” 

The prices both for steam and domestic 
coal for summer delivery are declared by 
Mr. Hastings to be almost as high now in 
Georgia as they were during the critical 
period of coal and car shortage of -last 
winter. 

No man, no process of reasoning, can 
justify such a situation; and perhaps the 
very action on the part of the state chamber 
and its chief official in calling the people’s 
attention to it will itself prove the remedy. 
If not, it certainly has suggested the way to 
remedy; and for all of which the people of 
Georgia, as well as millions in other sections 
of the country who have been more help- 
lessly at the mercy of the selfish coal in- 
terests than we have been, well might thank 
the Georgia Chamber of Commerce for val- 
uable services rendered, and congratulate 
its officials upon their enterprise and alert- 


ness. 


~ "Our president is a great man, but he is 


mortal and makes mistakes, even as I make 
them,” Senator Hardwick said in his speech 
at Columbus, July 4. Introspection having 
demonstrated to the senator that it is not 
only possible for him to make mistakes, but 
that he does make them, let the self-study 
continue—he may’ sometime discover that 
the mistake he has just made is 
mental.

GEORGIA HOUSE OVERWHELMINGLY 
INDORSES THE ADMINISTRATION 


By a vote of 113 to 5, the Georgia house 
of representatives yesterday adopted the 
Pace resolution, giving vigorous and sweep- 
ing indorsement to the Wilson administration 
in the conduct of the war. 

The five members of the house who voted 
against the resolution were Winn of Hart, 
Veazey of Warren; Kelley of Gwinnett, Foy 
of Taylor, and Chambers of Fayette. 

There is no doubt that the ayes and noes 
would have been taken on the question and 
the members would have placed themselves 
on record, notwithstanding that there was 
never any doubt about how a large major- 
ity of them stood, but for the fact that the 
regular hour of adjournment had arrived 
and the call of the roll would have consumed 
an hour or more of the house’s time, as each 
member who desired would have had three 
minutes to explain his vote. 

The Pace resolution came up as the un- 
finished business of the house with Winn, 
of Hart, whose speech blocked action on it 
Tuesddy, still in possession of the floor. 
On motion of Law, of Burke, the session was 
extended until the resolution could be dis- 
posed of. 

Winn Continues Attack. 

Representative Winn continued for about 
an hour his arraignment of the democratic 
administration, laying special emphasis on 
the conscription law and the alleged viola- 
tion of the freedom of the press by the ad- 
ministration. His remarks were received in 
Silence. 

The administration was defended and the 
resolution urged by Pace, of Sumter, the 
author of the measure, who succeeded Winn 
on the floor, and by Smith, of Fulton, and 
Dr. Beall, of Richmond. 

At one point in the discussion the ap- 
proval of the house for the president was 
SO marked that the speaker was compelled 
to have read the rule forbidding applause 
either on the floor or in the galleries. Kel- 
ley, of Gwinnett, | closed the debate in op- 
position to the resolution, and Smith, of Dade 
called for the previous question. 


More Committees Asked. 

A resolution was offered by Representa- 
tives Hall, of Bibb, and Atkinson, of Fulton, 
adding to the number of standing commit- 
tees a committee on the state of the re- 
public. As the resolution was first proposed 
it required the speaker to refer to the new 
committee all matters involving the relations 
of the state with the federal government, 
foreign countries and other states. An 


a 


amendment offered by Wright, of Floyd, 
Struck out this clause, and the resolution 
was then adopted unanimously creating the 
new committee. 

Two new county bills have so far been 
introduced. They are for the creation of 
Treutien and Atkinson counties, the last 
named having been introduced Thursday by 
Stewart, of Coffee. 

Thomas L. Bulger, president of the state 
senate of Alabama, was given the privilege of 
the floor. He made a short talk from the 
speaker’s stand, declaring himself to be a 
progressive, but not one of the “Bull Moose” 
brand 
' A resolution offered by Stone, of Grady, 
expressed the thanks of the house to the 
city of Athens for the Fourth of July en- 
tertainment and for the songs furnished by 
the volunteer choir on the train going to 
and from that city. 


Culpepper in Chair. 

The speaker finding it necessary to vacate 
the chair for a few minutes called on one of 
his recent opponents, Representative Cul- 
pepper, of Meriwether, to preside. 

A resolution was introduced by Beck, of 
Carroll, one of the leading*opponents of the 
tax equalization law, calling on the state tax 
commissioner to furnish the house with the 
amounts returned in each county, the cost 
to the counties of the tax assessors and arbi- 
tration of disputed returns and the increase 
in the valuation of farm lands. Under the 
rules, the resolution was laid on the table 
for a day. 

Among the new measures introduced there 
was one by Arnold, of Clay, drafted by the 
American Bar Association, looking to the 
adoption of uniform marriage laws by the 
states. It is the same bill that was intro- 
duced by Hutcheson, of Turner, last year, 
and was not acted on by the last house. 

Another measure of general interest was 
by Swift, of Muscogee, amending the law 
requiring the railroad commission to pub- 
lish in a number of daily papers in the state 
changes in rates. The bill was recommend- 
ed by the railroad commission's legislative 
committee, it being claimed that to pub- 
lish the revised rates under the petition of 
the railroads which has been considered by 
the commission for nearly a year would 
cost $40,000, and that there is no appropria- 
tion that would cover this cost. It is pro- 
posed instead to have the rates published 
and placed on public exhibition in the vari- 
ous railroad stations of the state and in other 
public places,

HOW TO CHOOSE A DOCTOR. 

Among the many suggestions readers 
have been kind enough to present for ,talks 
are few which seem so difficult that we 
neatly and cordially avoid them. And then 
there are a few which we _ scarcely feel 
equal to handling. One of these is How to 
Choose a Family Physician. 

What are the hall-marks of a 
doctor? 

First, you seldom or 
in print. This is a rather frank admission, 
coming from one who holds forth in print 
almost every day in the year. But one can 
afford to be frank and honest—in print— 
when he is well paid for just that. 

Second, he makes you undress for exami- 
nation. No doctor with human eyes, ears or 
hands has ever yet acquired sufficient 
second-sight to diagnose disease through 
the clothing. 

Third, when you find him out of town 
he is attending a medical meeting or taking 
a brief post-graduate course. 

Fourth, he is-a great fellow to suggest 
consultations, or to refer you to some col- 
league for a special examination, or, if you 
up and die, to ask permission to Have a 
necropsy. Im other words, he never gets 
through studying medicine. That is why he 
buys so many medical books and subscribes 
to so many of the high-priced medical 
journals. 

Fifth, he prescribes simple medicines, 
prepared for your particular requirements 
at this particular time, and not ready-made 
stuff which some agent has recently sam- 
pled the local profession with. Or perhaps 
he prescribes no medicine at all, but merely 
lays down some rules for your guidance. 

Sixth, he never guarantees or promises 
a cure under any circumstances whatever. 
He could not do so and be honest. 

Seventh, he is invariably a stickler for 
the much-ridiculed principles of conduct 
which explains the present high estate of 
medicine—medical ethies. 

Eighth, being an honest laborer,™ he 
deems himself worthy of his hire, and he is 
not backward about coming forward when 
he wants it. ‘ 

Ninth, he never pwe® a patient off with 
the evasion, “weak lungs.” Nor does he per- 
petrate the near-diagnosis, “catarrh.” On 
the contrary, he determines what is really 
the matter, or he frankly admits he does 
not know.

Our children, aged three years and one 
year, havef whooping cough, three weeks 
and one week respectively. The family 
doctor does not approve serum treatment. 
He administers medicine instead. 1. What 
is your opinion of the serum treatment? 
2. Would taking the children to the coun- 
try be advisable? 3. Would rubbing the 
chest with an embrocation be of any ma- 
terial value? (J. N. H.) 

ANSWER—1. If you mean the vaccine 
treatment, I think it is generally helpful, 
though your doctor undoubtedly can judge 
better whether it is suitable in the cases 
of your children. 2. Well, wherever the 
open air, the outdoor air, is available, thera 
is the best place for a child with whooping 
cough, twenty-four hours in the day. 3. 
Yes, in certaig complications, but that, too, 
is a matter for your doctor to manage. An 
abdominal belt, made of two or three layers 
of muslin six inches wide and just too short 
to reach around body, hemstitched, with flap 
and eyelets to lace on with string over 
undershirt, and insertions of two-inch widths 
of woven elastic material at sides, is a help. 
It seems to render seizures less severe and 
less frequent, and tends to prevent hernia.

HARDWICK TELLS CARRIERS 
UNCLE SAM MADE MISTAKE 


Macon, Ga., July 5.—(Special.)—Unit- 
ed States Senator Thomas W. Hardwick 
spent several hours in Macon today, be- 
ing one of the speakers before the con- 
vention of the rural letter carriers of 
Georgia. He came from Columbus early 
this morning and after his address be- 
fore the letter carriers departed at 11:50 
o’clock for Sandersville, his home, be- 
fore leaving for Washington. 

Speaking before the letter carriers to- 
day Mr. Hardwick declared that the 
United States has made a mistake in 
getting into the war, and that the coun- 
try is up against a serious proposition. 

Tried to Evade War. 

“I nave done everything I could to 
keep the country out of war,” declared 
the senator. “I knew 1,000,000 Ameri- 
can lives would be before the 
struggle was over. 

“While I believe in standing by the 
president, this saying that ‘the presi- 
dent can do no wrong’ is as much of a 
fallacy as the old saying that ‘a king 
can do mo wrong.’ I'll never stand by 
the president or the postoffice depart- 
ment either if I think they are in the 
wrong. The newspapers Have constant- 
ly misrepresented me, but I am getting 
used to it, so it doesn’t matter. I am 
for my country right or wrong, but I 
am going to do what my conscience dic- 
tates me to do in keeping this country 
right.” 

The senator was extended a vote of 
thanks by the rural carriers for his ef- 
forts in their behalf. In his address he 
referred to his opposition to the reor- 
ganization plan for the rural routes and 
declared that he and others had suc- 
ceeded in checking the “‘‘wholesale de- 
struction of the rural routes.”’ 

Out of 50,000 routes, he said, only 100 
were affected, and added that the car- 
riers would not see any more trouble 
along that line.

tor stating that the service will event- 
ually extend to cover more territory. 
One of the things the postoffice depart- 
ment is planning, according to Senator 
Hardwiek, is the -organization of auto- 
mobile express deliveries. 

He said the service will be largely for 
the benefit of the country people, and 
the routes will be so arranged that tons 
of produce can be -brought into the 
cities of the country every day from the 
rural districts. He said he believes the 
establishment of such a service will 
greatly reduce the cost of living. 

According to Senator Hardwick, the 

arcel post service has been a failure.

Sergeant B. W. Jeffers, of the machine 
gun company of the Seventeenth regi- 
ment, was instructing them. 

Many Sections Represented. 

There are “rookie” aviators all the 
way from Seattle, Wash., and New York 
city, studying at Tech to become avi- 
ators. Ss. J. Catts, Jr., of Tallahassee, 
Fla., son of Governor Catts, of Florida, 
is a student ere. 

Captain H. 'H. C. Richard, of the U. S. 
Aviation corps, will have charge of the 
entire school. 

The other members of the faculty 
at the head of departments will be Pro- 
fessor Richard H. Lowndes, head of the 
mechanical department, and Dr. Daniel 
E. Elliott, head of physics. 

There are eight colleges that have 
been designated by the war department 
as training schools for aviators. 

About sixteen more student officers 
will report for duty today, and eyent- 
u@ily the number of aviators at Tech 
will be increased to 200, these extra 
men being picked from the conscript- 
ed men.

New York, July 6.—Reports that the 
southwestern drought had been broken 


caused another sharp decline in the 
cotton market at the reopening today. 

It looked as.though a good many sell- 
ing orders had accumulated over the 
holiday, and October contracts gold off 
to 24.20, making a decline of 280 points 
from the high record of last week. 

After this first wave of selling had 
been absorbed, offerings were light, 
however, and October rallied to 24.69, 
closing at 24.53, with the general list 
closing steady at a net loss of 36 to 48 
points. 

The market opened easy at a decline 
of 48 to 93 points, with July selling at 
24.75, December at 24.20 and January at 
24.26 on the call. This made a decline 
of nearly 3 cents a pound from recent 
high levels, and the failure of the early 
map to confirm the private rain reports 
has a natural tendency to promote cwWe- 


ering. 


Prices steadied up in consequence 
with the market showin recoveries 
of several points late in the morning. 
Another setback followed the weekly 
report of the weather ‘bureau which 
read more favorably than expected and 
the detailed report for the Houston dis- 
trict showed good rains at — sta- 
tions, but offerings were much lighter 
than they had been on previous de- 
clines. 

The market soon ateadied fn conse- 
quence and the afternoon rally was 
promoted by reports of an improved 
spot demand and of a atronger techni- 
cal position after the heavy selling of 
the past several days. July rallied to 
25.17, while December worked up to 
24.87 and January to 24.92. 

The close’ was a few points off from 
the best, with sentiment still nervous 
and unsettled late in the afternoon and 
with the volume of business restricted 
by the uncertainties of pending legis- 
lation.

Selling was heavy on the 
opening, and the lowest levels were 
reached early in the session when 
prices were 64 to 74 points under Tues- 
day’s last prices. From this decline 
there were several recoveries during 
the day, but the market met fresh 
selling on hard spots, and the result 
was nervous fluctuations over a fairly 
wide range. Toward the end one of 
these recoveries was encountered and 
last prices showed a net loss for the 
day of only 35 to 42 points. 

Little attention was paid to other 
features than weather and crop re- 
ports. The weekly accounts from the 
government were considered favorable 
and helped the short side. Messages 
from Washington stated determined op- 
position had arisen amon southern 
congressmen against including cotton 
in the food control bill, but this news 
had no effect on values. Neither did 
the small number of submarine vie- 
tims reported for this last week.
